rival while selling other varieties nt 
' high prices." 


He would regulate by law any mo- 


nopoly organized to drive out compe- 
tition. 


It would be well for Professor Clark 


and his colleagues who write so air- 
ily on economic questions, If 
they 


"would don a business suit nnd tackle 
business for a few years In the busy 
haunts of-tradc. 
Xct as clerks, or 


employees, dependent on some prac- 
tical brain for a position, but as In- 
dependent business men, thrown up- 


himself right on questions that have 
caused him so much annoyance, and 
so thoroughly disrupted the party 
that has honored him.

Belolt. Wis., Nov. 19.—Dr. Cole .of 


Rockton made the following statement 
lust night of the condition of the 
Hamlltons who figured in the shooting 
Friday. 


••Hamilton and his wife are both In 


n critical condition and there seems 
to be very Htle hope for the recovery 
c( either, although the woman may 
live. 
Hamilton seamed to brighten 


up considerably this morning and It 
looked as If he might puli through, 
but all the afternoon he has steadily 
grown worse and his chances for life 
cc-em very slight. • In his case both 
bullets passed through the left lung, 
one entering two and one-half Inches 
above the nipple and the other one 
and one-half Inches above the nipple 
and toward the medium line.

"Mrs. Hamilton has setadlly grown 


worse slnco the shooting. She sleep* 
most of the time and that Is a bad 
symptom considering the nature of 
her wounds.
